Chicago, Ju ly 27 .—Little if an y ad­ 
v an tage has been gain ed by either 
side in the stocky ards strike an d there 
is n o hope of an y immediate settle­ 
men t of the difficu lty . 
Realizin g that 
they hav e on e of the hardest proposi­ 
tion s to con ten d with in the history 
of the packin g in du stry , the packers 
are leav in g n othin g u n don e to gain 
the u pper han d in the stru ggle with 
their 30,000 u n ion employ es who are 
on strike. 
W orkmen from ou tside 
poin ts hav e been ru shed to Chicago 
an d taken to the stocky ards, u n der 
police protection , to fill the places of 
the strikers. 
It is an n ou n ced by the 
packers that 7 ,000 n ew men are n ow 
in stalled in the differen t pian ts at the 
stocky ards. 
With these men an d with 
the n ew arriv als that are ex pected 
each day , the packers ex pect to get 
their affairs in su ch shape that the 
strikers will be compelled to seek a 
tru ce in the hostilities an d seek a 
peaceable settlem en t at the dictation 
of the employ ers. 
Althou gh the receipts of liv estock 
are small compared with receipts on 
correspon din g day s u n der n ormal con ­ 
dition s, still man y cattle, hogs an d 
sheep were left In the pen s last n ight 
u n sold. 
W ith all the u n ion 
workmen on 
strike with the ex ception of the pack­ 
in ghou se team sters, the on ly addi­ 
tion s y esterday to the ran ks of the 
strikers were abou t 100 team sters who 
qu it wor* as in div idu als, preferrin g to 
do this rather than to wait for an offl 
cial order to walk ou t. an d the wait­ 
resses in the restau ran ts at the stock­ 
y ards con trolled by the papkin g com­ 
pan ies. 
The team sters hav e become 
restless an d the gen eral belief is that 
few if an y of the 7 00 employ ed in the 
packin g In du stry will wait for the 
san ction of the in tern ation al officers 
of the u n ion to go on strike. 
Ru mors of ren ewed efforts to settle 
the difficu lty by arbitration are thick, 
hu t on in v estigation they are fou n d to 
he withou t fou n dation . 
W hen qu es­ 
tion ed 
regardin g the situ ation , 
Mi­ 
chael J. Don n elly , presiden t of the 
bu tchers’ 
u n ion , 
the 
organ ization 
which precipitated the origin al strike, 
said: 
“I hav e n o hope of an imme­ 
diate settlemen t. 
The tight is on an d 
the on ly thin g we can do n ow is to 
stick to the en d.”

The hu lk of the crop has been laid by , 
m ostly in good con dition , an d the 
early plan ted is begin n in g to tassel 
an d silk.

po rts that the negro bricklay er Tay ­ 
lo r, en acco unt o f who m the unio n 
bricklay ers at Washingto n barracks 
went *o n strike, was illegally appo int­ 
ed. The co mmittee has issued a state­ 
ment that Tay lo r’s name was first en­ 
tered o n the brick maso n register fo r 
W ashingto n July 1, 1 90 3 , with a gen­ 
eral av erage o f 1 0 0 and that his y ear 
o f eligibility therefo re ex pired June 
3 0 , 1 90 4 . 
“ If the regular pro cedure 
lo o king to his selectio n and appo int­ 
ment was initiated o n o r befo re June 
3 0 , 1 90 4 ," the co mmissio n say s, "It 
wo uld be in acco rdance with the prac­ 
tice o f the co mmissio n to allo w the 
appo intment, ev en tho ugh his y ear o f 
eligibility ex pired befo re the appo int­ 
ment was co mpleted." 
Otherwise, it was stated, his ap­ 
po intment was irregular and wo uld be 
rev o ked. 
The co mmissio n has asked 
fo r a repo rt o f all essential facts fro m 
the chairman o f the bo ard o f civ il 
serv ice ex aminers, engineer depart­ 
ment at large, befo re determining the 
case. 
Twenty -fiv e no n-unio n brick­ 
lay ers are wo rking o n the barracks 
buildings, all but three o f them being 
negro es.

Mon was dismantled in J apan and 
after being shipped to America was re­ 
co n str u c te d along the orig inal lines. 
The Nio-M on was erected in the Prov­ 
ince of Ylieako by Lord Satake of the 
noble Satake fam ily for the peaceful 
repose of the departed soul of his hon­ 
ored father. 
The Guardian Angels— 
the tw o king s, in other words, who 
guard the gates of the Nio-M on are 
Brahma and Indra, carved from one 
massive piece of wood in the cmd© 
but still artistic method in vogue in 
centuries gone by.
